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Strittare of Loyalty is ſo ftrougly fortified with 
Scripture and Reaſon, that it cannot poſſibly be

# the World; beſides he ſhall find it beautified 
and adorned, not only with many excellent Sen- 
fexces fetcht from the Hiſtory of Independency, 
Boſcobel, or bis own miraculous Preſervation 
after the Battel of Worceſter, and other Loyal 
Stories ; but even with many rich Sayings out 
of bis holy Fathers, ElxON BASIAIKH, that 
Golden Manual. And here he ſhall find too bow 
the Papiſts and Phanaticks have, and do ſtill

As the Lord and the King are very 
fitly and wiſely joyned together, in re- 
gard of their headſhip & prerogatives , 
Supremacy and power, &*«. ſo alſo 
in regard of their EleQtion to their 
Kingſhip. The Lord to demonſtrate 
his abſolute Power and Supremacy, 
will be the Author both of his own 
Election, and his Vicegerents tOO. 
1. Ofhis own he EleQed himſelf K 
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own choſen inheritance o, and therefore 

he choſe tobe their King, to.govern all 
their affairs, both in Church and State 
ina ſpecial manner. ?Tis true, he had 
even then his Viceroys under him; but 
they did not rule like the Kings of other . 
Nations ; the Lord himſelf did by them 
rule his peculiar people, after a pecu- 
liar manner, as their King ; till the days 
of Samuel; where all the Elders of 1/rae/ 
gathered themſelves together, and by 
a wilful, ſaucy, Traiterous, Rebellious, 
Diſloyal, ungrateful and obſtinate de- 
mand of a King, to judge themlike all 
the Nations p,rejedted him from ruling 


over them 9. For though in that wick- 
ed Att they caſt off Samzelallo r, as 


* being their Judge, and the Lords Pro- 


phet and Viceroy;yetitwasthe Lord in- 
deed, that therein was chiefly rejeQed, 
as being their only King and Soveraign, 
as well as the Lord their God : As Sa- 
-el told them before, to ſtop them (if 
he could ) from being obſtinate in deſ3- 
ring a change; and the Lord himſelf 
confirms it, when he faid to Samuel, 
they have not rejefted thee ; but they have 
rejeited me that I ſhould not © reign 
over them1. For which cauſe, that 
they might perceive and ſee *thac 


their © 
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their wickedneſs was great, which they 
had done inthe ſight of the Lord, in 
asking them a King'; Samruelcalled un- 
to the Lord, and the Lord ſent ſuch ter- 
rible thunder and rain - mr Har- 
' veſt, that they were afraid it would 
have deſtroyed even them themſelves. 
And therefore all the people faid unto 
Samuel, Pray for thy Servants unto the 
Loyd thy God, that we die not : for we have 
added unto all our fins, this evil, toask 
us a Kingt. This you lee ( without re- 
pentance) is the love God hath for them 
who fear nothim, nor his Viceroy , 
but deſire a Change. 

Yet ſince their mind was ſtill for Mo- 
narchy, ( which all the Nations about 
them had choſen by the light of nature) 
the Lord granted them aKing according 
to their Petition w, but only he would 
not grant them the liberty of Electing 
him themſelves ; for that 1s a Preroga- 
tive ſo annexed to his Headſhip, that 
he could not poſſibly do it without 1n- 
trenching upon his own Royalty, and 
Supremacy, as he 1s King of Kings. 
We ſhould think it very unreaſonable 
if any ſhould defire ( without our ap- 
pointment ) to have the choice of him 
that is to be our ſervant; how much

Therefore the Lord would not 
ſuffer his King to be the peoples Ele&, 
but as at firſt he was the Author of his 
own Election: fo now, 2. He would 
be the Author of his Vicegerents too: 
For though it be ſaid, Behold the King 
whom ye have choſen x. Yet that choice 
was only in regard of their wills to 
havea King, and the EleQton of him, 
if they could; and therefore it is ad- 
ded in the ſame Verſe, azd whom ye have 
defired ; For behold, the Lord himſelf 
choſe him y, and appointed Samuel to 
anoint Saul for their King z. But 
though the Lord choſe them a King, 
yet he was ſucha King as might be a 
Curſe to them for their Bling a 
Change ; as is expreſſed in the manner 
of his Reigning over them a. And in- 
deed thoughthey might fooliſhly ima- 
gine,that it they had hada King of their 
own Election, ( as they alſo wickedly 
defired) he might be the more plyable 
to their humors, it belonging to them, 
with as much right to remove him 

__ when 
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when they pleaſed; yet ſince they went 
ſo unadviſedly to work in asking, a 
King (under the pretext of Samuels 
old age, and the male-adminiſtrationof , . _ . 
his Sons b) without defiring Gods choice _ 
and conſent, they could not expe& (if 
they had believed God Y that their 
King. ſhould prove any better than a 
Tyrant c, for God foretold them by 
his ſervant Moſes, thus, When thou art 
com inte the Land which the Lord thy God 
giveth thee, and ſhalt poſſeſs it, and ſhalt 
awell therein,and ſhalt ſay,I will ſet a Kyng 
over meglike asall the nations that are about 
mm : T hou ſhalt inany wiſe ſet him King 0- 
ver thee whom theLord thy God ſhall chooſe: 
(that 1s, inthe ſenſe” of the Targumof 
Ben. Uzziel, Ye ſhall ſeek inſtruction 
of the Lord, and after that ye ſhall ſet 
a King over you. ) Ore from among 
thy Brethren, ſhalt thou ſet King over 
thee: Thow mayeſt not ſet a ſtranger 
over thee, which is not thy Brother, 
Deat.n 7245-14. - 7 
But to this precept (you ſee): they 
had no regard ; they would not take 
Gods choice and adyice, nor ſtay his 
time and pleaſure, till David had chang- 
ed his Sheephook into a Scepter ; who ,, . 
being a man after Gods own heart 4, ;4. 
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Thyetrrue Loyaliſt. 
was the- fitteſt to ſucceed him in the 
Government e, but they moſt arrogant- 
ly and preſumpruouſly. aſſumed unto. 
themſelves a Power of Eledting whom 
and when they pleaſed : Becauſe: they 
were the Elders of 1/rae/ , and particu- 
lary of that chief Council of them, cal. 
led the Sanhedrim, (1nſtituted by God 
at the requeſt of Moſes for his affiſtance) 
they OO they might do any thing :

have once accompliſhed the ends for

is only a True Loyaliſt and fears the 
King, whois truly godly and fears the 
Lord : True Godlineſs and Loyalty, the 
fear of the Lord, and the fear of the 
King, like Hippocratess Twins live and 
die together. Godlineſs without Loy. 
alty is not true, but Phariſaical ; and 
Loyalty without godlineſs is only no- 
minal, falſe and adulterate. — 

Now as the fear of the Lord, and 
the fear of the King is the ſame in kind, 
thoughnot in degree ; becauſe the fear 
of the King is terminated in the fear 
of the Lord : So it is meant not of any 
legal,. or ſervile fear, derived from the 
lower ſpring of Nature ; (which it 


+ would be, if it were grounded only up- 


on their Power : ) But of a pure filial 


and Evangelical fear, derived from 


the upper ſpring of grace; grounded not 
only upon power, but upon cordial 
love and duty. As the true Godli- 
liſt fears to diſobey and diſhonour 
the Lord, not legally, only for the 
fake of his power ; but filially, out 
of pure love, as an obedient child fears

of Religion g,) doth in its progreſs pro- 
duce, 1. True honour to the King, 
and that both of eſteem and mainte- 
nance; and, 2.

the parts of obedience 7: So theſe du- 
ties and commandments are counter- 
teited by the Devil, Gods Ape ; either 
by corrupting the hearts of his Chil- 
dren with a ſervile fear,or by changing 
himſelf in them into an Angel of 
light : In all which the True Loyaliſt 
will alſo be diſcovered from the falſe, 
by the difference of their originals. 

For your better underſtanding 
whereof, take this for a general Rule : 
That the True Loyaliſt makes the fear 
of God the groundwork of all duties 
to his King ; he eyes God inall, and 
doth all for his ſake, and to his glory : 
Whereas the counterfeit Loyalilt doth 
inall only eye, either humane powers, 
or his own ſafety,ſfiniſter ends, or vain 
glory. 

As, 1. The True Loyaliſt is one 
that honoureth his King, not only 
for the fear of his power and authori- 
ty, and the Penal Laws of the Land, 


_ asSthe nominal Loyaliſt doth ; but out 


of love and fear to God, becauſe ſo is 
his will and Commandment /, 1n 
which reſpect St. Peter hath joyned 
them both cogether, ſaying, fear God, 
honour the Kzng t. 
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2. Though a Kings Majeſty and 
Grandeur be the foundation of humane 
honour, as well as his power is of a ſer-| 
vile fear; yet the True Loyaliſt ho-| 
nours his King, not for the ſake ofthem | 
alone, meerly as they are humane, as | 
the Carnal Loyaliſt doth ; but as | 
his King receives them from God, | 


(his only Lord and Maſter ) and in| 


that reſpe& are impreſſes of the Di-| 
vine ; Yea, and ( 1n regard of his fu-| 
premacy ) Prerogatives tr00 annexed to | 
his headſhip.

The conſe- 
quence 2 majort ad minus 15 undeniable 
in the Affirmative, He that doth the 
greater duty in Religion, will not ſtick 
to do the leſſer ; gu1/quis Deam timer, 
etiam Regibus honorem habebit, ( ſaith 
Calvin) hethat feareth God, will al- 
ſo honour his King. And, 2. The 
conſequence 4 minort ad majus 15 AS Un- 
deniable in the Negative, He that re- 
fuſes to do the lefſer duty in Religt- 
on, to beſure will not do the greater ; 
he that will not fear and honour his 
King, no man can be ſo ſottiſh to think 
that he feareth God. Therefore what 
St. John ſaith concerning our love to 
God and our brother e,*'1 may as truly 
ſay of our fear to God and our King : 
If a man ſay I fear God , and diſho-

| thana Quaker ; tor he that honoureth 


nor his King, who 1s viſible; how 
can he fear God, whom no man can 
ſee and live f'? _ 

From hence are juſtly condemned 
two ſorts of men amongſt us. 

1. Thoſe that dare preſume to ſtile 


themſelves the Godly Party, and yet 
retuſe 
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refuſe all Loyalty to their Prince : That 
pretend very much to fear the Lord , 
and yet are not afraid to diſhonour their 
King. And who are ſuch, but only 
our Pharifaical Puritans and Fanaticks? 
Time was (we. know) when thoſe 
a7 Bonn and Holy-cheats made the 
delude 


who did the leaſt honour his King ; 
that he was the moſt godly who would 
offer the moſt affronts and indignities 
to his Prince: Nothing was counted 
with them a greater piece of Piety, 
than toſtirup the peovle againſt their 
Soveraign ; by railing jealouſtes, and 
caſting abroad rude and ſcandalous 
Pamphlets almoſt every day to libel and 
diſgrace him :*"Which (as that Holy 
Martyr, King Charles 1. Himſelf ſaith 
in his Divine meditations, * that Gol- 
den Manual) like ſparks in great con- 
flagrations, did fly up and down to 
ſct all places on Fire. Yea he was 
thought to be the moſt Religious, who 
was the beſt Incendiary to ſet a well 
ordered Kingdom in a Flame ; and 
could cheat the giddy multitude the 
molt into Rebellion : no Ambaſſador 


to him that was the greateſt Herauld 
of 


people of this Kingdoi to be-. 
Leve that he did fear God the moſt, 
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of War, and likea Gezeva Bull, could 


roar out loudeſt from the Pulpit, Up ye 
Fanaticks, Arm, Arm ; ye are the only 


Godly party,who have as much right to 
Rob the King and his Loyal Subjects, 


as the I/-ac/ites had to ſpoil the Egyptians

But only you muſt not think that 


you { like ravening Wolves) can make

Hypocritical in raiſing a Rebellion 
againſt your King, as ambitious Ab/a- 
lom was when he raiſed a conſpiracy

 Ruffins,| they will ſtraight cenſure him 
for-a Round-head ; and ifhe refuſe to 


drinktheKings health ſo deep and ſo of- 
ten as they would have him, they will as 
readily cry out, God damn them, he is 


a Fanatick, though they ſee he doth - 


not refuſe 1t in a ſober way as the Kings 
health,” becauſe he honours the King ; 

but only as a cup of exceſs, becauſe he 
alſo fears the Lord. Theſe are thofe of 


whom 
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whom St. Peter ſpeaks, whohold it 
not ſufficient that they have heretofore 


wrought the will of man, when they 


were Gentiles ; but ſtill walk in laſct- 
viouſneſs, luſts, exceſs of Wine, Re- 
vellings, Banquetings, ' ec. wherein 
they think it ſtrange that' you' (who 
accompliſh the end of Chrifts ſuffer- 
ings, in walking according tothe will 
of God ) ſhould be ſuch enemies to 
your own preſent enjoyments, as not 
- to run with them to the ſame exceſs of 
Riot, and therefore ſpeak * evil of 
YOu 9. 


Where then is their great Loyal- 
ty which they ſo much boaſt of ? 
You ſee what goodly Loyaliſts they 
are: they have only the name of the 
Loyaliſts, and that's all ; they want all 
the ingredients of a Chriſtian, which 
(as you have heard) - conſtitute the 
being of a True Loyaliſt : The fear of 
the Lord and the Kjng always go toge- 
ther in the True Loyaliſt, as well as the 
True Godlilift:It is vain for men to pre- 
tend to fear God, without honouring 
the King ; and it 1$as vain too, to pre- 
tend to honour the King without fear- 
ing God. The Loyalty of theſe proud 
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\Hufters and HeStors conſiſts only in 
Hypocrifie : That by the pretence 
thereof, they may either the better 
gain, or the more ſecurely -hold ſome 
maintenance that they have by the 
Kings benefit. Or rather they pre- 
tend Loyalty, as the Hypocrite pretends | 
the name of Chriſt p ; and the Fanatick |} 
his Conſcience, that it may be a riſe for | 
their ſ{ins,and a vail for their impieties. | 


And no marvel: for it is impoſſible | 
(we ſee) that their Loyalty ſhould | 
conſiſt in reality, any more than the | 
Godlineſs of thoſe that ſtile themſelves | 
the Godly party. The very Heathens, 
though ſome of them ( I mean the 
wiſer fort) ſeemed to' be very Loyal | 
and true to their King ; yet their Loy- 
alty cannot be {aid to beabſolutely true | 
and firm, any more than their Reli. 
gion : How much leſs then may we 
term the Loyalty of theſe {wearing 
{waggerers true and firm,when as they 


profeſs themſelves to be Chriftians, 


yea , and Proteſtantstoo ; and yet live 
more diametrically oppoſite to the Do- 
ctrine of Chriſts Goſpel, than the very 
worſt of the Gentiles : Is it likely (think 
you) that they ſhould: be ſuch great

friends to their King, as they , would 


make you believe, who are ſuch £7200 
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_ enemies to the Croſs of Chriſt 47 No, 7Phil. 3. 18. 


certainly, they are as arrant enemnues 
to their King, as any he hath: And 
that both in Proſperity, and in Ad- 
verſity, 


x. In proſperity, when the King ſits 


moſt peaceably upon his Throne, and 
they themſelves are in the very height 
of their mirth and jollity, even then 
they become his enemies, by pro- 
voking, ſharpning and augmenting 


his adverſaries againſt him, through 


their evil examples: What do they 
but draw a -Sword- for Fanaticks to 
fight with againſt his Majeſty , by 
bringing a ſcandal upon Loyalty, 
througa their debauchery and pro- 
phaneneſs ? . Chri/topher Love in his Re- 
bellious- Sermon (inthe year 1644. ) 
made this his only objection to with- 
ſtand the Treaty of Peace ( made by 
our Martyred Soveraign) at Uxoridge. 
Yea, as meer formaliſts by living con- 


trary to the doctrine they profels, they: 


bring a ſcandal upon Religion, where- 
by the Converſion of the Churches 
enemies is impeded: So theſe prophane 
Loyaliſts by living contrary to the Loy

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alty they profeſs,do (even now adays) 
not only harden Fanaticks in their er- 
" ror, 'and make them the more to glo- 
Ty in. their ſhame ; but alſo givethem 
occaſion childiſhly and tauntingly to 
object, that they dare not turn Loya- 
liſts for fear of prophaneneſs.

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And laſtly, as all ought to have a 
fpecial care how' they fin againſt the 
light of their Conſciences, (and yet 
pretend Conſcience for the ſame ) [ef 
they incur the greateſt Damnation : 
So let none be ſo wicked and abſurd 
to reject Repentance and Conformati- 
on for fear of ſhame ; (as proud per- 
{ons are too apt to do.) For that is 
another great deceitfulneſs of fin, and 
colluftion ofthe Devil,for men to think 
that to tend to their ſhame and diſ- 
grace, which purchaſes them the great- 
elt honour and eſteem. St. Aug. got 
more honour by his confeſſions and re- 
tractations than by all his other wri- 
| tings beſides. Nor did this learned Do- 
 Qtor get ſo much eſteem by any thing 
that ever he did, as by this his Ser- 
mon of recantation. Whereas if he 
had been ſtill obſtinate in ſo wretch- 
ed an Oath, and had ſcorned to con- 
form, he knew he ſhould but increaſe 
his ſhame. and diſhonour; and thar 
not only temporal, but eternal too : 
for Chriſt himſelf ſaith, that as he 
that confeſſes him before men, {hall be 


confeſſed of him before his Father 


which is in Heaven : So he that de- 
Shs nies, 
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nies, or is aſhamed of him, and of 


his words, in this adulterous and: ſin- 
ful generation ; of him alſo will he be 
aſhamed, when he cometh in the 
glory of his father, with the holy 
Angels. 


The True Loyaliſt conſidering this, 
ſticks to his Oath of Allegiance and 
Supremacy, the more ſtedtaſtly; and 
10 regard thereof isthe more afraid to 
break his Kings commandment ; be- 
cauſe it 1s was. 6 not for man and his 
luſts ſake, but for the Lord and his 
lake k. Therefore ( as Saint Peter hath 
exhorted himJhe freely ſubmits himſelf

other eyes, and handling with other 
hands.than his own, he cannot always 
have his will fulfilled, (excepting on- 
ly in Supreme cauſes , where he fits 
as 1inmediate Judge himſelf ) with- 
out the concurrent help of inferiour 
Governours: For which cauſe, though 
the I/rae/rtes 1n the Wilderneſs were a 
more collective body than other Na- 
tions, yet Jethro, Moſes Father-in-Law 

( ſeeing 
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( ſeeing. how he toiled in judging them 
alone) adviſed him to chuſe inferiour 
Governotrs, to judge the ſmaller mat- 
ters, and to bring the greater unto 
him : and not only ſo, bur, ſuch: men 
too, as were rightly qualified for their 
Office ; able mexy ſuch as - fear God, 
men of truth, being Covetouſneſs 0. 

. 2.1n the Church,it there were no or- 
dinances, there would be no order ; and 
if no order,no unity in Gods ſervice, nor 
ſtedfaſtneſs in the'Faith p. Yea, though 
there muſt be Hereſies, or SeCts a- 
mong us, '( as our Apoltle ſpeaks ) 
q yet if men {hould have no Ordinances 
_ to contain them in order, but be per- 
mitted to live as they liſt themlelves, 
as they were when there was no King 
in Ezgland, - like as when there was no 
King in 1/-ae/r: There would be ſo 
many the more Diviſions and . Confu- 
ſions in the Church, whereby the more 
Tumults 'and Troubles would be rai- 
ſed in the State. For the welfare of 
the State is imbarked in the welfare 
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of the Church; no Chriſtian State 


can poſſibly be ſound and well, when 
the Chuch is ſick and ſhattered into 
Schiſms, any more than Hippocrates's 


Twins can live or die alunder. This

True Loyalty and ſubjeftion to Chriſt 


your Lord and Maſter, that your Sub- 


jets may the more chearfully pay you 
yours: In a word, have a care of in- 
creaſing your accounts,by negligence in 
your charge o: But crown your Sacred 
Office with Chriſtian examples, that 
at laſt you may exchange your cor- 
ruptible Crowns for Crowns of glory. 


But Laſtly, we muſt not forget, that 
ifa King ſhould be wanting in his duty 
to fear the Lord ; yet our duty is ne- 
| vertheleſs to fear the King : let him be 
what he will, that can be no excuſeto 
us; we muſt not forſake the Lord, for 
his ſake; but ſtill be ſubje&t unto him, 
for the Lords ſake. Wickedneſs in a 
King may bring deſtruction upon him- 
ſelf, but we know (from what hath 
been ſaid before) that it can beno plea 
for Rebellion. Yea, ſuppoſe a King 
ſhould be a notorious enemy, not only 
to the Lord, but to our ſelves too; 
yet: for all chat, we mult not Rebel,

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but ſtill! be fabjett and obedient : D4a- 


wid (a man after Gods own: heart) 


when he was. a Subje& to King Saul 


( that remarkable Tyrant and Rebel 
againſt; God') gives us in this a very 


fair example ; for when the evil ſpirit 


of King Saul role up againſt him, and: 


that ſo violently , that he ſought: to 
{mitehimeven tothe Wall with his Ja- 
velin;and though afterwards he decla- 
red his malice; to be as great as Davids 


18n0cency, both by hunting him from. - 


place to-place;like a Partridge uponthe 
Mountains ; and deviſing all the ways 
he could beſides to take away his life p ; 
yer (whenhe had himat his mercy , 
evenat ſuch times when he.came to at- 
tach him 9) he would by nb means Re- 


bel, lift up-his hand or his heel againſt 


him; no, nor ſuffer thoſe that- were 
about him to do it ; though they much 
incited him thereunto, alledging that 
the: day was come, in the which the 
Lord' {aid 'he would deliver his enemy 
into-his hand. Burt alas / they ſavour- 
ed not the things that beof God-7, the 
Lord: delivered him into his hand, not 
that he. ſhould: kill him, but. only to 
try his Loyalty, whether he would 
kill kinor not; and {o- the words fol- 

lowing 
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lowing interpret it, :hat thou mayeſt do to 
 himas it (hall ſeem good unto thee f; And 1151-24-44 
ſo accordingly he 'proved himſelf 4 , 
True Loyaliſt indeed, 'the more he fear- 
ed the Lord, the 'more he feared the 
King ; he cut off but the skirt of Seu/s 
Robe, and his heart {mote him, much 
leſs durſt he kill him 7. Sata for all £ Pſal. 4. 43 
his great policy could not prevail with 
him to'do that ; he ſaid unto his men, 
The Lord forbid,that Tfhould do this thing 
unto my Maſter, the Lords anointed, 
to ftretch forth mine hand againſt him, 
ſeeing he is the Anointed of the, Lord : 
With theſe words David ftfaid hu ſer- 
wants, and ſuffered them not to riſe 
azainft Sanlu. And when Abiſhas (for » 1 Sam. 24-5 
the fame reaſon) would have killed wa 
him in the Wilderneſs of Zzph; Da- 
vid was aſtoniſhed at his boldneſs and 
impudency, and forbad him with great 
indignation, ſaying, Who car Frerch 
forth his hand againſt the Lords Anoin- Pm 
ted, and be guiltleſs w? But behold! 7 * 592-26 
inſtead of ſatisfying a revengeful na- 
ture upon his enemy , he ſo pacified 
his wrath by yielding, that he even 
inforced tears from his eyes x: made - 1 Sam. 24, 
him promiſe him that he would do him 2%: 17> &c- 
no more harm, yea, contels his own fol-' \ 
Iy, and bleſs him y.: . This Ir, gens 
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| This is ſoexaQtly according to what 
his Son Solomon hath taught us, Eccle- 
fiaftes 10. 4. that he. may ſeem to 
have borrowed his Wiſdom and Coun- 
ſel therein, from this very ſtory : the 
words are theſe, 1f the Spirit of the Ru- 
ler riſe up againſt thee , leave not thy 
place, for yielding pacifieth great offences. 
If the Spirit of. thy Ruler riſe up againſt 
thee, let it be for what cauſe it will, yer 
for all that, thou muſt not leave thy 
place and rebel, to make him yield by 
conſtraint : but keep thy order and ſta- 
tion ſtill z,and endeayour to pacihe him 
by yielding. This 1s the duty of us all, 
how great then is the ſinof them that 
leave their places, and riſe up againſt 
their Ruler, when his ſpirit 1s cal.n and 
ſedate ? and by their Rebellion inforce 
him aftewards to riſe up againſt them, , 
and yet refule to pacite him. by 
yielding, though themſelves have 
been the cauſe of his provocation ? 
Fanaticks themſelves may be Judge, 
but withal let them repent,leſt by their 
pride and obſtinacy. they alſo pro- 
voke Gods anger againſt them. And 
ina word, let us all be as careful 


always to diſcharge our duty to, the 
Lord

N Royal inheritance of the 

True Loyaliſt, and avoid 
the everlaſting perdition of Rebels, So- 
lomon allo gives us a ſeaſonable cau- 
tion, to weddle not with them that are 


grven to change ; for by Changers here | 
are meant Rebels, ſuch as neither fear 


the Lord nor the King, but under an 
hypocritical pretence of being great 
Zelots in Religion, pride themſelves 
10 nothing more than to rebel, and 


change the Laws and Ordinances of | 


them both. And ſo accordingly, the 
Jews * termed them'Shoxim, Rebels; 
becauſe they varied from the com: 
mands of the Lord and the King. 
And hence came that Se& called 
Haſhonim , who taught that no King 


ſhould be acknowledged upon -earth 
but 


; 
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but God only. Such were the dege- 
generate Eſſexs., who thought it im- 
piety to be ſubject to any man : and 
to come home to our ſelves, ſuch are 
our degenerate Papiſts, and Fanaticks 
too, they both make divilion between 
the fear of the Lord and the tear of the 
Kingz;as if theſe Changelings were wi- 
fer than the wiſeſt who hath joyned and 
enjoyned them together. Yea, and 
that which 1s worſe, they are not a- 
trad to make the fear of God, the 
reaſon of their Rebellion againſt the 
King. O what muſt one day be the 
judgment of theſe Brothers in blaſphe- 
my, Lox faucibus heret , 1& 15 UneXx- 
preflible! Yet we may gueſs at it by 
that terrible one, which befel Cora and 
tis rebellious fraternity 6 ; for they re- 
kmble them exatly, who under a 
pretence of being an holy aſſembly, 
men that greatly feared the Lord, ga- 
tiered themſelves together againſt 17-- 
ſs, and againſt Aaron c ; and yet did 
moſt ſhamefully. contradict themſelves 
therein, for in the very att they were 
athered together againſt the Lord d ; 
becauſe 1n reſiſting them, they reſiſted 
tis Ordinance : For which cauſe the 
Lod made a new thing, cauſed the 
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Earth to open her mouth}land ſwallow 
them up quick into Hell e : and com- 
manded his.Servant Moſes too, to ſpeak 
unto the reſt of the Congregation, whe 
were not Confederates with them in 
the rebellion,todepart from the tents of 
theſe wicked men, and to touch no 
thing of theirs, leſt they were confu: 
med 1n all their ſins. 


Now, for this very reaſon it 1s, that 
Solomon hath here joyned and enjoyned 
the fear ofthe Lord and the King toge 
ther ; that conſidering by this exampl: 
that it is impoſſible for them tofear th: 


Lord, without fearing the King, the]

And both the Papiſts and Fanaticks are 
notorious Changers from them both ;: 


for though it be true, they doas un- 
brotherly daſh one againft another 1n 


their opinions, as Mazaſſes and Ephra- 


im: Yet they are as firmly agreed to- 


gether again(t the King, or racher the 
Lord and the King, as they were a- 


gainſt Judag ; for their Combination 
againſt the King, is only that in his de- 


ſtruction, they may the betcer Þuyld up 


themſelves out of the ruines of Gods 
Government and his Church : And 
therefore 4t- comes to pals, that as 
Chriſt, the Head of the Church þ, was 
crucified between two Thieves z; 1o 
the King, his Vicegerent, for the ſake 
of his Church, is Cructhed between 
theſe two Malefattors : by the Papiits 
on the one hand, and by the Fanaticks 


on the other. 
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I begin with the Papilts, not only 
becauſe they are thought to Witch-ride

gers: They were the firſt, that chang- 
ed the Truth of God intoa lie#. How 
oft hath Anti-Chriſt and his Satanical 
Emilſaries attempted to change our 
Religion into their abominable Idola- 
try, and to warp it.again from its Pr1- 
mitive rule of reformation, with their 
ſuperſtitious vanities, and how oft 
roo have they attempted to bring 
our Necks again, under the yoke of 
their intollerable Tyranny ;* that they 
might make a prey of the fat of our 
Lind, to feed the unſatiable appetites 
of thezr Avarice, Pride, and Luxury ? 
They that have read Fox's 4s and Mo- 
2 =::nts, and other Eccleſiaſtical H1- 
itories, cannot be 1gnorant of what 
doletul Tragedies they have ated 
upon this Theatre of Epgpland : 
How often the Whore of Baby/oz and

But I am not a renewing any Hiſto- 
ry, to make them the more famous for 
infamy-; neither need I, they are fa- 

G4. mous 
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mous enough for that already : my 
buſineſs is only to remind you of ſome 
chief remarks of their helliſh Treaſons 
and Maſſacres, that you may be the 
more wary, for the future how you 
meddle with theſe Changers; for not- 
withſtanding all their former fruſtrari- 
ons and diſappointments, their malice 
againſt us is as uncapableof diſheart- 
ning, as Balazm was 1n his attempts of 
curſing Iſrael: Let God appear never 
ſo often againft them, let the Angel 
of the Lord'ftand witha drawn Sword 
in his hand, they will on yet Again 7, 
This wasbur lately * too, apparent in

And as their malice begets cruelty; 
ſo their: cruelty ſeldom or never goes 
without crait : The Churches enemies 
are Serpertina Soholes, the leed bf the 
Serpent. And as the way of a Ser- 
pent upon a Rock 1s unknowable o, fo 
are their ways too of undermining the 


. Church p, 
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. Churchp, craft and cruelty are: their 
chiefeſt Engines of miſchief, not one, 
but both ; they exerciſe craft: for the 
fake of their cruelty, that it may wound 
the deeper and the more afluredly : /-- 
genium ſuperat vires, Policy makes the 
Sword of malice cut keener* than 
ſtrength doth : Therefore as the Devil 
when he. intends to be the. greateſt 
Abaddon or Apollyon, a deſtroyer 9, 
ever joyns Reynolds tail to his Lyons 
--S$kinr : So his Auxiliaries, thoſe that 
fight under his Banner, when they 1n- 
tend the moſt miſchief againſt the 
Churches peaceand welfare, ever add 
craft to their cruelty. And ſo accord- 
ingly theſe Emiſſaries of Satan and 
Anti-Chriſt did in their forementioned 
plot againſt his Sacred Majeſty, .when 
they murdered * Sir Edmnadbury God. 
frey, one of his Majeſties moſt Loy- 
al . Juſtices ; | for rhey perpetrated 
that crying ſin, left their helliſh Trea- 
lon ſhould be diſcovered by their own 
confeſſions, which that worthy Magi- 
ſtrate had lately taken fromthem :, and 
the rather, becauſe they did as greatly 
hate him for his great ſincerity _ 1n the

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very of their Plot. O man ! or Prophet 
ſhall Iterm thee, ( for thon didſt fore-

© {Aber our Religion will not ſuffer us 
to beſo wicked, filly and ridiculous to 
worſhip thee as a Saint ; yet thy name 
15 to be ever honoured for thy True 
Loyalty and Fidelity to the Lord and 
the King. Neither was their craft leſs 
ſeerr in the mode of his murder : One 
while they dog'd him into the fields : 
Another while they ſent people to ſpie 
when he came abroad, that they might 
follow him into ſome dark Alley, Or 


other obſcure and unfrequented place, 
and there diſpatch him. And though 


\ their expeRation was fþlit in that, yet

_ where (the fray Pres of its lelf) 

they moſt cowardly ſtrangled him, on 
a {uddain, before he '' 3 time to put 
himſelf into a poſture of defence, leſt 
through his valiantneſs he ſhould haye 
put them all to the rout. And now 
having killed his body, in the next 
ace (to wave ſuſpicion from them- 
elves) they endeavour to kill his re- 
putation, and lay the blame of this foul 
murder -upon himſelf; for as ſoon as 
opportunity had given them the con- 
veniency. to carry him torth, they caft 
him intoa Ditch; where they left him, 
with his Gold and Silver in his pocket, 
and his own Sword thruſt through him: 
But laid his Gloves, Stick, and 0- 
ther things upon the bank ; that ſo 


the world might conclude, 'that he was 


male-contented , and had laid violent 
hands upon himſelf ; and his relations 
toſave his Eſtate, had run him through. 
Though all that knew hum, knew that 
he was not at all troubled in mind, or 
diſcontented, but only at their villany ; 
for fear their helliſh treaſon ſhould 
not be diſcovered ſoon enough, before

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But this puniſhment was but tem- 


poral, whuch they did moſt deſervedly 
receive as they were Changers from 
the tear of the King;there is a {adder be- 
hind, an eternal one, as they were alſo 
Changers from the fear of the Lord :

every falle Religion, and every Here- 
tick 
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tick is alſo ſuch an Anti-Chrift ; for 
though many of them do gran; 4 
and Diabolically confeſs that Jeſus 
Chriſt is come in the fleſhc. Yet they 
doQrinally deny him 4 by being a- 
ſhamed to confeſs e, or by believing in 
him contrary to his word, the ſaving 
of the Soul f* but there is a great deal of 
difference between theſe Anti-Chriſts, 
and the 5 *arriypoes, The Anti-Chrift, 
the man of Sin, and the Son of perdi- 
tion: This great Anti-Chriſt doth not | 
only reſiſt Chriſt in his DoEtrine, like 
theſe Anti-Chriſts, but he goeth be- 

ond them ; he is empatically the Liar, 

e denyeth both the Father and the 
Song, and refiſteth them alſo in their 
Divine and incommunicable headſhip 
and prerogatives. 1. In their headſhip, 
he ſitteth in Chriſts Chair hþ, and makes 
himſelf his univerſal Vicar, and Bt- 
ſhop ; another head with him to over- 
ſee the government of his Church. 
Which 1s a thing repugnant even to 
common reaſon it ri it inferring both 
redundancy, and defect in his head- 
ſhip. 1. Redundancy or fſuperfluity, 
there being heads ſufficient already, 
beſides the Pope, for external polity. 


2. Defect becauſe an humane head is 
r00 
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_ toolittle for ſo great a body, as the 


univerſal Church; for it is impoſſible 
(as Biſhop Fewe/ ſpeaks in his Apolo- 
gy) thatany mortal ſhould conceive 
or comprehend in his mind the whole 
Church, to governit ; it being of ſo 
large extent, and divided by Seas into 
ſo many Countries,therefore the Scrip- 
ture maketh Chriſt alone the Head of 
the Church ;.Head over all things,/not 
ſome things only, but all things) to the 
Church k. Yet, 2. under this poor 
and groundleſs pretence, this deceiver 
' of Nations doth refiſt him alſo in his 
Divine and incommunicable preroga- 
tives, that are inſeparably annexed to 
his headſhip. He uſurpethall Chriſts 
power and Prerogatives over his 
Church : he as God, ſitteth in the tem- 
ple of God, ſhewing himſelf that he 
is God /; and what mortal is there but 
the Pope that doth all this ? He moſt 
proudly, impudently, and abſurdly 
unites two diftintt Offices, the Kingly

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Church. By this he hath {ſhewed a 
molt excellent example, for all other 
Kingdoms and Principalitics to demo- 
liſh the Popes pride, and ſupremacy, 
Whereby without all doubr, he hath 
purchaſed more honour, than all.his 
Predeceſſors have done before him : 
And we hope in God, (#ho hath the 

p Prov. 21. "1. Kjnos heart in his hand p,) that he wall 
perſevere, and purchaſe to himlelt yet 
more and more, by a gradual Refor- 
mation of all his Antichriftian Do: 
ctrines, according to the Primitive pat- 
tern of our Church of Exzlard.

thus by the name of Univerſal Biſhop, 
ſeckelt to bring under thee all the mem- 
bers of his body ? No wonder then, if 
Anti-Chriſt and his Crue, have endea- 
voured to ſuppreſs his works. But to 
come nearer home, Elentherins * (who 
became Biſhop of Rowe A. D. 177.) 
ina Letter to Lucizs, the firſt Chriſti. 
an King, (who began his Rule over the 
Britains, A. D. 170.) upon his pious 
requelt for inſtructions in Chriſtianity, 
acknowledgeth him to be Gods only 
Vicar in his own Kingdom. And indeed 
if no iuch Teſtimonies could have been 
produced, it muſt needs be a very Antt- 
chriſtian thing, ſomuch as to conceit 
that the holy Apoſtle St. Peter ſhould be 
lo wicked,as. to break any Canon of the 
Apoſtles, who made one*, that no 
Biſhop under pain of deprivation, 
ſhould dare tointermeddle beyond his 
own bounds, 1n anothers Province, as 
heing no ways {ſubject to him. 


St, 
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St. Peter then is free from giving be- 
ginning to Anti-Chriſt, nor will the 
Primitive Biſhops allow him his Supre- 
macy : Where then will he fix ? What, 
in Lucifer? His coming 1s after the 
working of Satan, from him he de-

rives his Pedegree. The times were pure 


at firſt, Anti-Chriſt then only began to 
work, he roſe in his myſterie of iniquity 
by degrees ; firſt above Biſhops, then 
above Patriarchs, then above Counc!ls, 
then above Kings, then above Scrip- 
tures; then at laſt, ſeeing he could 
mount no higher , he as God, fits him 
down in the Temple of God, ſhewing 
himſelf that he is God.

Who then would be 
a Papiſt ? ſurely none, but thoſe whom 
the God of this World hath blinded u: 1 
know that there is no Religion in the 
World, hath ſo great a Decoy 1n it, 
to make Carnal men to profels it, 
as Popery hath ; it is more ſelt-plea- 
ling, and gives fuller reins to fleſhand

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b'ood, than any other ; but nothing 
more doth manifeſt it to be from the 
man of Sin. * Meruvin Lord Audly and 
Earl of Caſtlehaven doth give usa ve- 
ry remarkable inſtance in this: He was 
educated in the Proteſtant Religion, 
but turned Papiſt, to have the more 
libzrtry to commit wickedneſs:1n which 
hc grew to ſogreat an height, that ( in 
the year 1631.) being condemned by 
his Peers for Rape and Sodomy, &#c. 
he impudently declared in the pre- 
{ence of ſome Lords, that as others had 
their ſeveral delights,fome in one thing, 
ſome 1n another ; ſo his delight was 1n 
Damning Souls, by enticing men to 
ſuch acts as might ſurely eject it. And 
marvel not, that ſome of them have 
more art to hide their wickedneſs ; for 
Satan himielt is transformed 1nto an 
Angel ot light w. 


1. Therefore let us beware of theſe 
falſe Prophets, and deceitful workers, 
that are thus notorioully given to 
change irom the fear of the Lord and 
the King; lelt we be allo inſerted with 
them into the family of Anti-Chriſt, 
and acopted the Sons of perdition. 


2. Let 
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2. Let us remember to render unto 
God, due praiſe and thankfulneſs for 
all his former benefits x, wherewith he 
hath continually loaded this undeſerv- 
ing Nation, 1n many wondertul delive- 
rances of our King and Country from 
their reſtleſs and unwearied Craft and 
Cruelty ; left our ingratitude hold his 
hand from bleſſing us with future mer- 
cies: For qui non eft gratus datis, non 
eft dignus dandis ; He that is not thank- 
ful for benefits already received, 1s 
not worthy to receive any more.

Et 
qua non mortalia pettora cogis Ari facra 
fames? And whar wickedneſs is there, 


that the love of money doth not tempt 


the hearts of men unto ? Covetouſneſs

into Oligarchy ; whereby they made 
the Common-wealth our Common- 
woe; both by changing the order of 
nature into Anarchy and Confuſion , 
and giving reins to their licentiouſnels 
to play Rex's both in Church and 
. 


As, 1x. Having cantonized * the 
Kingdom amongſt themſelves, ( Pr+- 
deaux the Poſt-maſter being King of the 
Weſt-Saxoas) and murdered their King 
to maintain their unjuſt poſſeſſions, 
they make a re-entry ( as it were ) up- 
on what they had formerly uſurped, to 
lay the faſter hold : and make new di- 
viſions too of the beſt places and prefer- 
ments 1n the Nation : They inpriſon- 
ed the Gentry, and reduced F them to 
the condition of conquered Slaves,they 
plundered, and left them almoſt quite 
naked, and enforced free quarter from 
all, and would not ſuffer any to be 
Maſter, ſo much as of his own Fa- 
mily. Yea, thele Harpyes, theſe Ly- 
canthropi poſſeſſed themſelves of the in- 
heritance and Eſtates of all, whom 
they at pleaſure would make a De- 
lIinquent, not ſparing ſo much as the 
En.

Over Cromwell 
taught them 2n example, he (as you 
have heard) would not be called a 
King,no, by 1:0 means;yet he would be 
more than a King: Sothele ; though 
they would not have the name of a Bi- 
ſhop, no, by no means ; yet they would 
have been more than Biſhops, it they 
could : for as ſoon as the King (their 
| Protector ) was once removed, they 
actually took poſſeſſion of as much 
lands and livings of theirs as they could. 
No Biſhop, no King, was the wile ſay- 
ing of King Fames: and no King, no 
Biſhop, hath been ſeen to be as true as 
that. But the torrent of their Cove- 
touſneſs did not ſtop here, it alſo waft- 
ed them over into the faireſt Vine- 
yards of the inferior Clergy ; which 
(it they, theright owners, demonſtra- 
ted themſelves to be True Loyaliſts, 
men that feared the Lord and the King, 
by refuſing to take their unreaſonable, 
and abominable League and Covenant) 
they took into their poſſeſſion, as readi- 
ly and as jollly, as Ahab, when he 
took poſſeſſion of the fair Vineyard of 
Naboth b.

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and confuſion of thele Changers 1s

As 
when Cazz had. once killed A4be/, the 
wickedneſs of the Old World began to 
flow 1n apace, like ſo many Waves one 
upon the neck of another : : So theſe 
Blunderbuſs Zamznmmimns d,when they 
had once deſtroyed the Lords Anointed, 
grew deſperate, over Shoos over Boots, 
(as they ſay ) they did not care what 
they did ; they became men of Gigan- 
tick-like wickedneſs, Rebels againſt 
Heaven, S$oudyor, fiahters avainſt (rod ; 
they turned themſelves in the next 
place direQly againſt the Lord hunſelf, 
and his Church: they took as much 
delight to oppoſe God in the order and 
government of his Church, as Satan 
{oth tofi{h in troubled Waters. ' Their 
new 
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new modelled Common-wealth muſt 
have anew faſhioned Religion to up- 


hold it. 


As, 1.They oppoſed God in his order, 
by changing thejprimitive Government 
of his Church by Epiſcopacy, into a 
new invented one of their own, called 
Presbytery : Engliſh Athenians all for 
novelties;they thought themſelves ſuch 
perfet workmen in Gods Vineyard, 
that they ſcorned to be guided by Gods 
general rule of decency and order e ; * ! ©9r-14-4: 
they made a Lesbiaz rule of their own, 
called a Directory, fori the publick 
worſhip of God, appointed { contra- 
ry to their knowledge * and conſci- 


ence ) to be uſed inſtead 
of our Common-Prayer, 
in oppolition to Gods 
command to glorite him 
with one mind, and one 
mouth f And ( as our 
martyred Soveraign ob- 
ſerveth in his '*EIKON BAEI- 
AIKH ) they alſo ſet forth 
old Catechiſms, and Con- 
feſfions of Faith new 
dreſt : importing as much 


* Marſhal, ( one of Cromwels 
Journey- men Prieſts, ) decla- 
red againſt all uſe of Common- 
Prayer by others; and yer mar- 
ried his own Daughter with 
the ſame Book, and a Ring, 
and gave for reaſon, that the 
Scarute Eſtabliſhing that Litur- 
gy was nor yet repealed,andhe 
was loth to have his Daughter 
Whored, and turned back up- 
on him for want of legal mar- 
riage, Hiſt.

£1 Kings 12, 
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ſound and clear doQtrine of faith in this 
Church', before ſome four or five 
years conſultation had matured their 
thoughts touching their firſt princi- 
ples of Religion. Morcover, as Fero- 
boam ( anſwerable to his Idolatry, ) 
made Prieſts of the loweſt of the peo- 
ple, which were not of the {ons of Le- 
wig : Sothele Changers from the fear 
of the Lord and the King, (an{wera- 
ble to their confuſion, ) ſilenced the 
true Clergy of God, and chole the very 
icum of the Nation to preach in their 
room ; in oppoſition to the Lords De- 
cree and Ordinance , that x0 man taketh 
this honour unto himſelf, but he that 
zs called of God, as was Aaroah. Yea, 
they hated Gods Clergy 1ſo vehement. 
ly, that they contradicted them even. 


In their very apparel; they preached 


in Cloaks, ec. in oppolition totheir 
orderly and Canonical veſtments. And 
what {ſhould I lay more ? They {l;ghted 
Gods Ordinances ſo much, that they 
frit cauſed the Banes of Marriage to be 
cryed in the Market-place, and then 
the parties to be married by Juſtices 
ofthe Peace,in private houſes; in oppo- 
ſition to Gods Miniſters, at Church. O 


what muſt one day be the JO 
i 
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of theſe hare-brain'd wretches ! That 
ſet no more by Gods Ordinances ; el- 
pecially, that contemn the holy >tate 
of Marriage, ſo honourable in all z, in- 


ſtituted by God himſelf in Paradile &, 
the emblem of Chriſt and his Church /, 


yea , honoured by Chriſt, our Saviour 


with his firſt miracle zz. Uzz72h, for 
all he was a King, a perſon not only 
Civil, but Sacred too; yet came ( we 
know ) toa very feartul end, for inva- 
ding the Prieſts Office x. Judge ye 
then, what muſt be the end of interior 
Magiſtrates. 


But this 1s not all, they did alſo moſt 
irreverently receive the Sacrament, 


ſitting, in oppoſition to St. Pals moſt 


reverent geſture of kneeling o. Though 


even common reaſon teach them, that 
{o great a duty, and ſublime a myſtery 
muſt in proportion havethe humbleſt 
geſture : Eſpecially, when as every 
man that expects to be exalted with 
Chriſt to glory, muſt bow the Kneeat 
his very name; in Commemoration, 
that God for his wonderful humility 
upon the Croſs, hath highly exalted 


him, and given him a name above every 
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{o bent upon their malice and changing, 
that they had not the leaſt regard to 
Scripture, or reaſon : Or if they had, 
it was only to Crucifie them, as the 
Jews our Saviour, . becauſe they judged 
them to be againſt their profit ; or at 
leaſt to rack them, till they ſpoke the 
ſenſe of their own vain and fooliſh 
imaginations. 


And therefore theſe Enthuſiaſts run 
on deſperately, without any fear or 
wit in their changing; they proceed 
farther, and deſpiſe God next in his 
Church, his holy-houſe or Sanctuary ; 
which, though it be a place command- 
ed by him to be ſeparated, (as his day) 
trom all common uſages,and appropri- 
ated to him by a folemn dedication g.: 
yet they put no difference between it 
and their own common and prophane 


_ dwellings, as we are commanded to 


do r. They changed their private houſes 
into publick meeting places,undera pre- 
tence of godlineſs, and turned the houſe 
of God intoa place of merchandiſe, and 
a Den of Thieves, with their carnal 
buſineſs: in oppoſition to Gods Laws 
in the Old Teſtament /, and in oppoſi- 
tion too to Chriſts Laws inthe New 4 ;

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who both by precept and example hath 
confirmed the relative holineſs of the 
Temple under the Law, and the reve- 
rence due unto the ſame, to be 1n our 
Churches, to all ſucceeding Generati- 
ons, Now, and for ever, /Jark 11..17. 
Is it not wr ten, 7, houfe [ball be call: d 
of all Nations the houſe of Prayer 2 but 
Ye have made it 4 [Dew of Thi es Mar! & 
the words : . Chrift doth not lay, my 
Houſe (1n the preſent renis.

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Church, or houſe of God hath no more 
holineſs in 1t than a Barn or a Stable, 
And for confirmation, theſe blind Phari- 
ſees would therein alſo diſhonour God

and preaching. For, 1. though 1n the 
time of Divine ſervice, they would 


ſeem to honour God by being uncover: | 


ed 1n prayer; yet at other times they 
would deſpiſe it, and prefer preaching 
above it. And, 2. in Preaching they 
did noleſs contradict themſelves, for 
though they did ſo mach extol it above 
prayer, yet as foon as the Text was de- 
Iivered, they would moſt irreverent- 
iy put on their Hats,and be covered : as 
if Preaching or Propheſying were not 
Gods' Ordinance, as we'l as Prayer ; 
becauſe that Prayer 1s the principal *, 
Lam ſure St. Pan! bath taught us to 
4 FO honour Chriſt our Head, by uncover- 
preachinz JN our heads in both, Prayer or Pro- 
may ſeem ro pheſying or Preaching x. For the word

preaching God ſpeaks to man, and in prayer man to God;yet prayer 
is the princpal, jn two reſpes: 1.

Be not 
deceived, God is not mocked »: He will 
| not be ſerved by piecemeals, he will 
have all, or none x; hethac honours 
God in one duty, and not in another, 
diſhonoureth him in all y, Yet for all 
this, theſe proud Clowns did therein 
add prophaneneſs to prophaneneſs;they 
would not ſtick to diſhonour even man 
himſelf, for the Lords ſake : For while 
the Sermon was in delivering, they 


would be covered before their Betters, 


though io the very act their Put ers 
themſelves were uncovered:But as focn 
a the Sermon was ended, then they 
would put oft rheir Hats, and do obey- 
ſance to their Superiors ; as if man 
were to be reſpetted more than God ; 
or as 1f God (the jealouſie of whoſe 
honour burneth like fire ) was beit {er- 
ved when he is the moſt diſhonoured : 
0r elſe perhaps alſo for joy that the 
Sermon was endead,tor many times they 
would depart, before the Bleſhng was 
pronounced. 


But from wherce came this b'inide- 
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votion of theirs,this prophaneneſsin the 
very abltra&? You have heard it alrea- 
dy, from int delity : Cod 15 a Spirit 1n- 
viſible, and can only be ſeen by the eye 
of Faith z. Which eye theſe wanting, 
i£1s not to be admired, that they ſhould 
neglect the honour of his infinite and 
adorable Majeſty, which they could not 
fce, but only Hiſtorically : Efpecially, 
being ſeduced therein, by the pernici- 
ous dottrine and examples of Old Ot: 
{;v175 Journey-man Priefts ; who cap- 
tivated their judg ments, teaching them 
by an implicit faith, jerare in verba ma 
21ftri, to pin their opinions upon their 
Nleeves. 

And as they taught rheſe this, & other 
hellifh leffons how to change from the 
tear of the Lord and the King * So they 
boaſted * that they had many A gents 
in France, who under colour of Mer- 
chandiſe,v ente:i their Anti-Monarchical 
and Anarchical Tenets among the poor 
Peaſants and Hugenots, which they 
allo bragged, proſpered well there, cc. 

O what mult one day be the judg- 
ment of ſuch prophane men ! | the judg- 
ment of theſe blind guidesfor tanataciz- 
iog the blind multitude,muſt without 
all doubt be very much the greateſt, as 


having not only their own fins to an-

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ſwer for, but the ſins of their Audi- 

tors a: yet their judgment ſhall be a- 4M: 5-19. 

like in this, they ſhall both fall into the 

Ditch 4 : They both diſhonoured the Mat 15: 14: 
Lord here, both in his Sanctuary, and 
in his Ordinances ; therefoxg neither of 
them both ſhall have the Bu at lait, 
to come within the true Saritum Sarn- 
Forum, the ſeat of the bleiled c. 

' But I muſtremember, that my buſi- 
\neſs is not to ſtand upon the confutati- 
on of th2 errors of theſe Changers : nei- 
ther need I, they are fo notoriouſly bad, 
that they confute themſ-lves: but on- 
ly to give you ſome in{tances of the ſad 
eftects of their changing, thatye may 
be as gautious for the tuture how ye 
meddle with theſe Changers,as the for- 
mer:z. for you have ſeen how they firſt 
oppoſed the Lord in the King, and how 
- they next oppoſed him, in "almoſt all 
his other Laws and Ordinances ; {huck 
the very foundation of our Church,and 
put all chings therein out of frame. Yea, 
they baniſhed and contemned even the 
Lords-Prayer it {elif ; becauic (as our 
Martyred Soveraign faith in his divine 
meditations *)1t is the warrant and Ort- * EIKON | 
ginal pattern ofall ſet Liturgies in the **=!*E 7 
Chriſtian Church. And w har ſhould 
I lay more ? They taught ſor doctrines 
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the commandments of wicked men, be. 
ſieging God (asit were) with attronts 
and indigni: tes, meerly out of ſpite 
to the True Loyaliſttand Conformiſt, 
becauſe they had ulcd thoſe Divine 
Laws and Ordinances before out of love 
and fear tothe Lord and the King. 
Now, that they might vphold this 
new Rel; 1010n of theirs, ( anſwerable 
to their new faſhioned Common- 
Wealth) from being caſt down. by the 
great viſibility of thoſe evils which they 
committed intheir changing, they co- 
vered them {o artificially with a form 
of Godlineſs, that the rude multitude 
were fo far from diſcovering them, that 
they believed ail that they {aid to be 
K olpel : Ano accoraingly, they ewere 
as obecient unto them; as that rabble of 
the Efſrms ainong the Tews Were tO "Fat 
#75 Of Galilee d, or rather as many 0- 
thers among them allo wereto the Olds 
Scribes and Phariſees ; for the truth is, 
theſe prerended Reformers, though 1n 
ſome things t Facy” do far exceed the Pha- 
riizes 1n hypoc iſe, yetin many things 
( which occaſion oiters to [peak of now 
more fuli'y and together) they do re- 
{:mble them {o exattly, that you would 
think that the ſouls of the Phariſees 
were erred into their bodies, by a 
Pytha- 
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Pythagoreay Tranſmigration. The Pha- 
riſees were the moſt tri and preciſz: 
Sect of the Jews, they defired to be 
counted more holy than any, the only 
Saints upon earth, and did accordingly 
ſeparate themſclves from the reſt of the 
Church, and from thence they were 
called Phariſees. Yet they were only 
outwardly fo, their inward parts burnt 
altogether with deceit and hypocrifie ; 
they were ike unto whited Sepulchres, 
beautiful without , and within full of 
uncleannels e. They were great Zea- 
lots in Religion, yer they were blind , 
their zeal was without knowledge, it 
conſiſted chiefly in perſecuting Chriſt 
and his Church f: They were great 
pxetenders to righteouſneſs, the only 
ritans of that age. They were men

of a ſad Conntenance, they would faſt 


often, and ſhew great Auſterity. And 
ſometimes too they would ſeem very 
charitable, and give much Almes to 
the Poor:burt their evil ends robÞd'd their 
holy actions of their reward : for they 
did not do them for conſcience ſake, 
that they might glorifie God, and lay 
up for themſelves Treaſures in heaven ; 
but only in policy, for their covetoul- 
neſs, and vain glory's fake ; that they 
n17ht have the better excule at other 
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times, to lay upfor themſelves the more 
Treaſures upon Earth, 
and get bg greater ap. 
plauſe in being fſccn of. 
men, 47at.6. They were 


tor preaching, 


allo great Enthuſiaſts ; 


like © "rom well, * 313 
tive lights F of MH 


they pretended (e ſpecia!- - 
ly ſuch of that Sect as 


were Scribes)- to 
® a 


n10ns of the Spirit. 


:nd that hon any Great or Welghty 
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grievous to be born, on the ſhoulders 
of their Auditors, Mar. 23. Moreover, 
they lenghtened out their prayers with 
vain repetitions, thinking to be heard 
for their much babling: And made long 
prayers too, both out of vain glory, to 
be ſeenof men; and for a colour, to 
hide their oppreſſion, in devouring the 
Houſes orEſtates even of the Fatherleſs 
and Widow. For prevention of which 
our Saviour teaches his Diſciples and 


us how to pray, in a ſhort pithy and ſet 


form of Prayer, Mat. 6. and Luke 11. 
Beſides, they were ſuperſtitioully zea- 
lous in keeping the Sabbarh, and often 
quarre!led with our Saviour for break- 
ing it , though it were only in works 
of mercy and neceſlity: And yet they 
were as great prophaners of the Tem- 
ple, they made Gods houſe a houſe 
of Merchandife, and a Den of Thieves ; 
for which they were as ſharply reprov- 
ed by our Saviour, in that they would 
offer to mock God in his Law, which 
joyneth them together,commanding us 
to reverence his Sanctuary, as well as 
to keep his Sabbathsg. And they made 
a conſcience too of ſmaller matters,as of 
Ceremonies; but omitted the weigh- 
tier Matters of the Law, as judgment, 
mercy , ©. And what ſhould I add 

more ? 
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more ? they were alſo Proud, and Cen- 


ſorious, great. juſtifiers of themſelves, 


and condemners of all others h. 

With theſe, and ſuch like ſpecious and 
hypocritical ſhews of holineſs, they fo 
blinded the rude multitude, that their 
word was to them of as great authority, 
as Ariftotle's ipſe dixit among his Scho- 
lars : and therefore when the Officers 
were ſent to attach Chriſt, though 
they were convinced by his invincible 
iayings that they ought to become 
Chrittians, yet they durſt not follow 
him without the approbation of the 
Phariſees; for that was the rule given 
to reſtrain them, have any of the Phari- 
ſees believed on himi? And no marvel, 


for Satan himſelf when he would be- 


witch, puts on Sauels' Mantle ; 
he is transformed into an Angel of 
light, when he would deceive the {im- 
ple : Therefore it is no great thing if 
his Miniſters alſo be transformed as the 
Miniſters of Righteouſneſs, whoſe end 
{hall be according to their works, 2 Cor. 
in} 14, I5. 

But Firſt, before God made their 
end an{werable to their own works, he 
uſed them as a Rod to ſcourge us for 
ours: We were a ſinful Nation, a peo- 
ple laden, and hardened with iniquity ; 

Go 
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God did ftriv® to win us by all means 
and mercies,no leſs than he did with the 
Old Word /, but nothing would ſerve 
the turn , therefore being weary ( as 
It were, with ſtriving », ) he thatican 
bring the greateſt good out of the great- 
eſt evil, 1leeing that our ſins were now 
fully ripe, finiſhed, and come to an 
height by an horrid Regicide and Re- 
bellion, made uſe of theſe Changers to 
execute his wrath and Vengeance upon 
us ; thar ſo ( as our martyred Soveraign 


faith moſt piouſly, and judicioully in 
7 1oht * EIKON 


his Divine Meditations * ) he might 
reap that glory in our calamity, which 
we robbed him of in our proſperity. r. 
By ſuffering them to martyr our King, 


(as the goodKing Foſiah was taken away. 


by a violent death, for the ſins of J«- 
dihn: that ſo his ſervant and Vicege- 
rent being removed, ( who like Moſes 
ſtood in the Gap between the fins of his 
people and Gods judgments ) he might 
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(in the vulgar 
Latine it 15 
captus eſt in pec- 
catis noſtris) 
compared 


the more freely power out the vials of with 2 Chron, 


his wrath upon us : Therefore we find 
that the want of a King, (eſpecially 
lucha King as ours)is threatned by God 
as'a grievous calamity, and inflicted 
tor the puniſhment ofa peoples wick- 
edneſs. Now they ſhall ſay, we have 
no King, becauſe we feared not the 

Lord ; 
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Lord ; what then ſhalla King do to 
us0? The remotion of our King was but 
the beginning of our ſorrows; for, 
2. Behold ! then the Lord, the Lord of 
Hoſts did alſo take away from three 
flouriſhing Kingdoms the ſtay and the 
ſtaff, the whole ſtay of "ar: and the 
whole ſtay of Water ; all our Lands and 


iivings ; our Mighty Men, and our 


Men of War, our Judges, our Clergy, 
our Prudent and our ancient ; our ho- 
nourable men, our Counſellers, our 
cunning Artificers, and our eloquent 
Orators. And then alſo he gave Chil- 
dren to be our Princes, and Babes to 
rule over us. And then too he ſuffered 
us to be oppreſſed, every one by his 
Neighbour ; and our childiſh Rulers to 
behave themſelves proudly againſt the 
Ancient, and the Baſe an the Ho- 
nourable p. And what ſhould I ſay 
more ? Our Mouzt Sioz was alſo then 
deſolate, and Foxes walked- upon it. 
And finally, all our joy too was then 
turned into mourning; ſo that then 
well might be renewed that lamentati- 
on which the Church made for Joſiah, 
the Crown is fallen from our Head : Woe 
wnto us that we have ſinned | Lam. 5. 
Ic, I6, 18, | 
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But now Secondly, God having (for 
twelve years together, ſuffered them 
(as our Martyred Soveraign propheti- 
cally ſpeaketh in his Divine Meditat1- 
ons *) robe deluded with the proſpert- 
ty oftheir wickedneſs, made their end 
according to their own works indeed ; 
for (bletſed be his mercy ) having 
( for ſo long time ) uſed them, asa 
rod of Maus Fro to humble us for our 
fins, in the School of his ſevere judg- 
ments, that we might be ſure to learn 
Righteouſneſs 4; out of. indignation 
to ſee his Laws ſo trampled upon and 
deſpiſed, he ſtraight throws the rod in- 
tothe fire,and in deſpite of all their ma- 
lice, poſt warios caſus, poſt tot diſcrimi- 
na rerum, ftretches forth his hand of 
Providence upon our now moſt Gract- 


ousSoveraign Lord King Charles the Se- 


cond,(the ſame hand, which before had 
preſerved him-in all his various trou- 
bles and misfortunes) and brings him 
in again, (and that 1n peace, -both as a 
manifeſto of his own good pleaſure,and 
of his Vicegerents being a Prince of 
Peace) and reſtores him to his own 1n- 
heritance, his fathers Crown, Throne 
and Scepter : That he might execute 
his wrath upon theſe rebellious Chang- 


ers; reſtore us to our antient Laws, 
and

All which (thanks be to God) by his 
good Government he hath accordingly 
done. And in order to the latter , 
( which was. the principal end of his 
Reſtauration) he hath moſt juſtly pu. 
niſhed ſome of the chief offenders 
with Death, for example to the reſt, 
whom he did not utterly deſtroy; but in 
obedience to his Lords command- 
ment 7, moſt wiſely ſcatter up and 
down the Nation,for a greater Curle /- 
as Catz for murdering his brother Abel, 
became a Fugitive and a Vagabond in 
the Earth ; and driven from the face or 
preſence of God, or (+ as the Original 
words for Vagabond and Fugitive do 
ſignifie) accurſed, or Excommunicated 
from the ſociety of his Church xz. Or as 
the Fews ( who were Typitied therein ) 
for Crucitying Chriſt,the Lord of Glo- 
ry,are to this day accurled and ſcattered 


abroad ( as ſo many Vagabonds ) over 


the face of the Earth # : ſo theſe rebel. 
lious Changers, and Fanaticks,c for 
murdering his Vicegerent, King 
Charles the Firſt, our glorious Lord, are 
Accurled and Excommunicated from 
the ſociety of Gods people, or his 

Cluurcnh ;

ral parts of the Nation, according to 
their various FaCtions, Setts and

And, 2. As they are thus ſcattered 
up and down the Nation, for a Curle 
and a Judgment unto themſelves : ſo 
they are {uffered to dwell amongſt us, 
no leſs for a blefſing unto us. 1. To ſet 
us off, and make us ſhine the brighter, 
as the Foil doth the Diamond ; for the 
manifeſtation of the True Loyaliſt and 
Conformiſt ; there muſt. be hereſies a- 
mong you, (laith the Apoſtle ) that they 
which are approved may be made ma- 
nifeſt among you W. 2.

16, 
Gode : the only cuſtom then extant,to 
pay reverence by,toGod in his Sanctua- 
ry and Ordinances, was that of diſcal-

Payxls ablence frequently among 
them, to ſupplant. the new founded 
truch,.) had without all doubt, learn- 
ed this cuſtom to put oft their Shooes, 
whilſt their heads at the ſame time 
were covered intheir holy Aſſemblitts. 


Wherefore St. Pax! (to make way for

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a thorough Reformation) as before he 
had commended them for keeping 
Chriſts Ordinances, as he delivered 
fVer.2. themf*: ſo now having reproved them

ſemblies, leſt he ſhould -marr all again 
by his ſeverity, doth endeavour to re-

And, 2. Time was too when we 
changed the Romiſh Religion into 


ours, according to the Primitive rule 
of Reformation », becauſe ' they had 
firſt changed it from the unerring rule 
of ' Gods word : Therefore there was a 
neceſſity of this changealſo ; leſtother- 
wiſe by not coming out of her, we 
partake of her ſins, and receive of her 
Plagues, Rev. 18, 4. 
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But the ſecond, to be oiven to charipe, 
is always a true ſign of a mutation from 
the better to the worſe :- Neither doth 
it at any time denote a ſingle aft only, 
but alwavs an evil habit or diſpoſition 
of mind : it 1sa product 6f the natural 
man,. which is always greedy of no. 
velties. And ſuch were our Changers: 
they were taken with novelties (as our 
martyred Soveraign* again moſt wit- 
tily obſerveth) like Children with ba- 
bies, very much, but: not very long; : 
they were poſſeſſed with the evil '{pi- 
rit of | Fanaticiſm, -anditherefore'muſt 
needs be reſtleſs in their :conditien : as 


a mandiftempered with a'Fever, is al. 


ways defirous to change his place, 
though it be never” ſo ſotr.. and eafie, 


'rill by his tumbling: and toffing, he 


hath made it hard indeed : So Fans- 
ticks are never ſatisfied with their con- 
dition, let thetimes be never ſo good, 
ti!l they have made them'as bad as may 


be, with their changing : We have. 


lately ſeen that they did as much inju- 
ry both in Church and State by their 
frantick zeal and curioſity, as an Ape 
ina Glaſs ſhop, move and remove till 
they had marr'd all. And how. often 
too, 1iince our leſt bleſſed Reformation, 
| | have 


gym, a_—_ y=S. pwnd 
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have our 0'd Fanaticks or their ſpawn 
troubled Authority to ſuppreſs their 
Conventicles, from riſing and ſeeking a 
change, | 


Moſt wiſely therefore hath Solomon 
given us this. ſeaſonable Cautzon to 
meddle not with chem that are given to 
change, wiz. not only, (though chiet- 
ly) ro meddle not, or have any hand 
at all with them in their changing, but 
alſo (to thatend) to have as little ſo- 
ciety * with them otherwiſe as 1n pru- 
dence we can, unleſs ic be to reprove 
them; leſt by their good words and 
fair ſpeeches they at length deceive us, 
2s they themſelves are deceived » : 
turn our hearts from fearing the Lord 
and the King: decoy us into their Facti- 
on, under the pretence of a godly party; 
and ſo make our folly (inſtirring up 
ſtrife and contention) as manifeſt to 
the world, as their own. Whence 
Solomox allo telleth us, that it 15 an ho- 
nour for a man to ceaſe from ſtrife: But 
every fool will be medling p. The et- 
feCt for the cauſe; It 1s an honour for a 
man tocealſe from ſuch Changers and 
changing,, becauſe that cannot be 
without ſtrife and contention ; with 
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whom to meddle is therefore a 
great argument of folly, as it 1s in 
them to be given to change 9g. They 
are ſuch. Sots as well as ſinners, 
that Changelings themſelves ( whom 
the world counts fools in the deepeſt 


grain) do ſeem to take their name 


from them. Iknow ſome will tell yoh 
that Changelings are ſo called, from 
children being changed byFairtes in the 
time of Popery; but that at the beſt is 
but a vulgar error, oran Old Wives 
ſtory : It is more likely that Change- 
lings, (to demonſtrate the greatneſs of 
their folly and childiſhnefs ) do borrow 
their name from theſe Changers, that 
are given to change ; becaule they re- 
ſembie them ſo much in natural folly 
and chiidiſhneſs. And accordingly the 
Apoſtle compares thoſe: that meddle 
with them ( which 1s in effect the 
lame, as to be given to change ) to 


Children ., toſſed to and fro, and 


carried about with every wind of 


'Dofrine by the flight of men, and 


cunnins craftineſs, whereby they lie in 
wait to deceive r. . And ſemblably 
te0, St. Fames (toſhew their weak- 


neſs and great want of wiſdom) com- 


pares them to Water, (than which there 
is

is nothing leſs apt to keep its bounds ) 
he that wavereth (aith he) is like a 
wave of the Sea, driven with the wind 
and toſſedi', yea a double-minded man 

(faith he) z unſtable in all his ways t. 
Sith then,. a man cannot meddle 
with theſe Changers, without betray- 
ing much weakneſs, folly, and childiſh- 
nels, yea madneſs in ſtirring up the 
fire of contention about his ears, till 
his own peace and honour be conſu- 
med 1n the flame;we ought in prudence 
to be ſo much the more wary how we 
meddle with them any more, eſpect- 
ally, whenas they lie in wait to be- 
uile unſtable fouls, (as the Serpent 
eguiled Eve through his ſubtilty # ) 


that they make them as curled children 


as themſelvesw. Ye cannot be too 
wary of them ; they will compaſs Sea 
and Land tomakeone Proſelyte, and 
when he is made, they make him ( if 
it were poſſible) twofold more the 
child of Hell than themſelves x. Yea, 
they will uſe all means both fair and 
foul to win you to their party : ſoine- 
times they will ſpeak great ſwelling 
words of vanity y; and ſometimes 
again they will flatter yol with their 
deceitful tongue z. But believe them 
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not, for it is but todevour you, and 
make your end as wofulas their own a: 
They will promiſe you as great ho- 
nour and preterment as Black did Ba- 
laam b, if you will but joyn with them 
in defying, and working miſchief a- 
gainſt the True Loyaliſt ; but yet (1 
lay) believe them not, for it is but to 
Curſe you with as much ſhame and 
confuſion, as they are bleffed with true 
praiſe that fear the Lord and the King.

thereof, and have as much liberty as 
you can poſſibly wiſhordelire, When- 
as behold, O ye Fanaticks ! even ſome 
of you your ſelves have. ſeen by woful 
experience, that it 1s but the eaſlier to 
overcome you, and bring you under 
the greaterilavery and bondage.

And, O that the Papiſts, and Fana- 
ticks thenſelves too, would but confi- 
derin this their day, the things that 
belong unto their peace, (before they 

be hid from their eyes &;) then certainly & Luk. 19.42;

change any more: for when had we 
the purity, of Religion more entire ? 
when was the Nation better ſetled ? 
and the Church: more primitively go- 
verned ? when had we more liberty 
and property?and when did weſit under 
our Vines and Figg-trees more peace- 
ably? O fortunatos nimium bona (i ſua 
noſſent Anglicolas ! Thou art fo fortu- 
' nate, O Exeland, if thou wouldeſt but 
 knowit, that many are ſurfeited'even 
with their own happineſs: the Papiſts 
_ envy at thy proſperity, and the Fana- 
ticks are ſo glutted with thy temporal 
bleſſings, that like Feſuruz they begin to 
kick, and forſake the Lord and the

But however though ſome of them, 
( God forbid all ) whether Papiſts or 
Fanaticks or both, ſhould be ſo harden- 
ed in their ſins, that (notwithſtanding 
all means and mercies) they will be as 
far from Converſion and Reformation , 
as the Ethiopians from changing his 
Skins : yet we that are -already eſta- 
þliſhed in the prefent truth,let us by no 
means forget to render unto the Lord 
due thanks and praile for all his favours 
and benefits x. Eſpecially for his late 
reminding. us of our duty, and ingra- 
tiating our peace unto us by little in- 
terruptions : Be ſure, ler us not ceaſe 
to pray for rhe peace of Feruſalem w,the 
peace of the whole Kingdom , both 
Church and State ; humbly imploring 
his Divine Majeſty,that he will alwoys 
come upon theſe waters of ſtrife, and 
command the Waves and the Winds 
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thereof to be huſh. and till; that. we 


may ſtill have as greata calm, as there 


was when'Chriſt entred. intothe Ship 
of St. Peter x. And finally, :for 'our 
more aſſured enjoyment of our Halcy- 
on days, and peaccable ſeaſons, let us 
be unchangeably reſolved , to -zeddte

change ; but expreſs by holy lives and 
Loyal aCtions, that our.intent is always 
© fear the Lord and the Kzng.
